MMS adopted new coal product value 
regulations codified at  30 CFri Parr 206 
to replace !he regulations in 30 CFR Part 
203. The regulotlons thnt were adopted

were the product of a lengthy public 
process including a proposed 
rulemaking on January 15.1987 (52 FR 
1840). n further notice of proposed 
rulemaking on July 15,1988 (53 FR 
20942). and numerous public meetings. 
including representatives of the affected 
States. Indian tribes, and the coal and 
electric utility industries. 

One of the provisions in the new 
regulations permitted Federal coal 
lessees to deduct or exclude the costs of 
Federal Black Lung excise taxes. 
abandoned mine lands [AML] fees. and 
State and local severance taxes from the 
value for royalty purposes. Since the 
rules were issued, the States (who 
receive 50 percent of the royalties from 
coal production from Federal lands) and 
Indian tribes [who feel they are affected 
indirectly despite the express exemption 
in the regulntions) have requested that 
the exclusions for taxes and fees be 
removed from the regulations. The MMS 
has completed a review of the impact of 
the exclusions and is now proposing to 
amend its coal product valuation 
regulations to remove the exclusion from 
royalty value for amounts representing 
production-related taxes and fees. The 
proposed rule was pi!tlished in the 
Federal Register (55 FR 5024) on 
February 13,1990. Because of the 
significance of this issue to all affected 
parties. the Secretary of the Interior has 
decided to provide a n  opportunity for 
the States.
